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ALL-DAY SWEEPS. 
ON FRANCE 


MANY OBJECTS BOMBED 


——-&— 


OYAL Air Force fighters and 
\ bombers made no less than six 
raids on Northern France yesterday. 
Fighter Command, according to t 
Air Ministry News Service, began the 
day's offensive early in the morni 
when Spitfires swept the French coast 
several miles inland from Sangatte to 
Ambleteuse in the Calais area. Later 
in the morning Bostons were. escorted 
to attack the power station at Caen, 
and the protecting fighters saw the 
bombs exploding in the target area. 
Spitfires which were flying above the 
boihbers and the fighter escort of other 
Spitfires iahercenhed a large formation 
of Messerschmitt 109 fighters, one of 
which was destroyed, without loss to 
ag itfires. 
‘arly in the afternoon Spitfires again 
were ’ Pac over Northern “rane tthe 
time in the Gravelines area, They flew 
as far inland as St. Omer, where there 
is a large fighter aerodrome. A fighter 
which is missing from this sweep is 
believed to have been hit by “ flak.” 
A double sweep in the evening, in 
which Bostons bombed targets at 
Boulogne and Calais, also saw few 
German fighters come up. It was the 
day's fifth offensive by Fighter Com- 
mand. All the bombers returned to 
their bases in formation. There were 
a few combats between Spitfires 4nd 


German fighters, but all the Spitfires ‘ 


returned safely, as others did later in 
a sixth sweep. 
_ Seven persons were killed and ten 
injured when two raiders made a brief 
attack on an English south-east ‘coast 
town early yesterday.: The raiders also 
opened fire with their cannon. Later 
in the morning two aircraft made 
another attack on a place on the south- 
west coast. A small number of 
casualties has been reported. 
Industrial objectives at Stuttgart 
were raided on Tuesday night—the 
second night in succession—by the 
Royal Air Force. Other targets in 
Southern Germany and the docks at 
Nantes were also bombed. Aircraft. of 
Fighter and Bomber Command attacked 
aerodromes in the Low Countries and 
in Northern France. Four British 
bombers are missing.—(Press Associa- 
tion. )

4,000 MARINES LOST AT 
CORRECIDOR —. 


W ITH the surrender of Corregidor 


and the other forts in Manila 

Bay, announced in a com- 
muniqué from Allied headquarters, the 
Japanese have a valuable new naval 
base from which to carry out opera- 
tions in the Pacific. For nearly five 
months Corregidor’s defences had been 
savagely pounded and dive-bombed, 
and since April 29 the attacks had 
been almost non-stop. | In the last few 
days casualties were many and damage 
to ‘ary installations severe. The 
collapse of the defence means the 
virtual end of the campaign in the 
Philippines. 

There were about 7,000 men and 
women on the Manila Bay islands, 
including Corregidor, it is estimated, 
but the number of casualties is un- 
known. The 7,000 included about 
4,000 marines and blue jackets, who 
reached Corregidor, from Bataan. 

Two minesweepers and a nboat 
were victims of gunfire from Saieas: 
and two other vessels were- damaged 
by gunfire and were sunk when capture 
seemed imminent. No casualties from 
these sinkings were reported. It is 
assumed that all the officers and men 
defending Corregidor—3,845 all told— 
have been captured,— (Reuter. ) 
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ARSHAL Timoshenko’s armies 
on the southern front—where 
the Germans are expected to stake 


everything on a tremendous bid to 


break through to the Caucasus— 
have dispensed with their 
coats and fur hats, and 
instead light summer tunics and 
‘forage caps. 

From the central front also, where 
General Zhukov is still hammering 
at the Velizh-Demidov salient north- 
west of Smolensk, a similar pointer to 
a new phase in Russia is reported. 
The Soviet Press features pictures of 
lorry-borne pontoons moving up to 
‘the front for use on the rivers and 
canals. Amid these signs that the 
fateful -spring battles are near, the 
Russian hold on the initiative remains 
undisturbed on all sectors of the long 
front. 

Soviet cavalry-men from Zhukov’s 
right wing army on the Kalinin front 
captured three small towns, and on 
another sector infantry-men are re- 
ported to have killed 400 Germans and 
destroyed a large quantity of war 
material. Berlin reports attacks by 
“waves of Soviet troops,” supported 
by guns and tanks, on a Leningrad 
sector, and admits a ‘temporary 
bulge '” which, it is claimed, was later 
restored.. In the far north Russian 
attacks against Dietl’s Austrian 
troops, 30 miles» west of Murmansk 
and further south« push back the 
threat to the Murmansk Railway, con- 
tinue.-— (P.A. and Reuter.) 


NEW GERMAN TANKS 

The Germans are now attempting to 
arm their tanks with bigger and more 
powerful guns, says Captain Konstan- 
tinov in Jzvestia. They are mounting 
anti-aircraft and anti-tank guns and 
increasing the number of firing points 
for automatic weapons on tank chassis. 
Latest German tanks produced in 1942 
have had their armour slightly 
strengthened. 

Konstantinov declares that the 
Germans have built up a number of 
new tank and motorised divisions 
during the winter, and forecasts that 
the Germans will again employ mass 
tank formations in the coming struggle. 
—(Reuter.) 

Russia's first “spring division,” 
which was brought from reserve from 
Siberia and thrown into action on an 
undisclosed sector, was reported in 
Red Star to have won a victory over 
the Germans and ‘captured an im- 
portant river valley. 


DEPUTATION TO MINISTER 


The Minister for Agriculture, .accom- 
panied by Mr. D. Twomey, secretary, 
and other officers of the rtment 
of Agriculture, yesterday received a 
deputation representing all sections 
of the dairying industry, and heatd 
their views in regard to the price fixed 
for butter sold by creameries and for 
milk supplied to creameries this year. 

Dr. Ryan had a full discussion with 
the n-“giéir? of de deputation on the 
present position of the dairying in- 
dustry in this country.He stated” that 
he could uot promise that a further 
increase in price coule be arranged. 
He would, however, examine the repre- 
sentations put forward, and have a 
reply sent to the secre of the 
deputation as soon as possible.

Evidence of that 
was reflected in the capital liabilities 
‘of the State, which, on 3lst March, 
amounted to £80,662,000. Contribu- 
tions to which they were committed in 
respect of the Housing Acts increased 
that figure to £90,225,000. The total 
gross liabilities of the State and local 
authorities combined was estimated to 
amount to £111,270,000 at the end of 
March last. At. the close of the 
financial year there was an Exchequer 
balance of £2,394,000, as against an 
opening balance of £728,000. In the 
interval the 3, per cent. National 
Security Loan had been floated, produc- 
ing £7,920,000. The greater part of 
the proceeds of the issue had already 
been spent. . In addition, liability in 
respect: of Savings - had 
£15,000 was owed to Pos 
depositors in respect. of principal and 
interest. 

Tax and non-tax revenue had exceeded 
their expectations by £715,000; so had

This is permissible under 
the terms of the Constitution, which 
fixes the maximum life of the Parlia- 
ment at seven years. The third course 
would be to make an Order under the 
meas Powers Act extending the 
life ot the Parliament for an indefinite 
period. This is, I understand, quite 
possible within the terms of that Act. 

Assuming that the holding of an 
election is not considered desirabie 
under the present conditions, which of 
the other two alternatives will the 
Government adopt? With Mr. de 
Valera's present majority he could, of 
course, easily carry a bill tponing 
the election for two years. It would be 
a difficult thing to face the Dail with 
a measure to prolong the life of his own 
Government, and in the absence of 
agreement among all parties one can 
imagine the kind of criticism which it 
would evoke. Whether agreement 
could be secured is another matter, and 
one which would, no doubt, depend 
largely on the conditions prevailing at 
the time. The nse of the. Emergency 
Powers Act would be equally objection- 
able without the agreement suggested.

RAPID Allied withdrawal in 
Burma is in progress, with as 
many troops as possible being 
evacuated by air. we 
LONDON, Wednesday.

Food-growing 


The area of arable land in Worcester- 
shire has been almost doubled since 
1939.
